THE MENACE OF THE 
COYOTE 

Prowling nightly along river flats 
and banks, especially in undulating 
and semi-wooded districts from the 
Rocky Mountains to Ontario, « the 
coyote or prairie wolf causes fre- 
quent loss to the live stock industry 


of the West. The greatest damage 
for which he is responsible is in- 
flicted upon sheep and poultry, This 


damage is somewhat intermittent, 
being done generally during times 
of searcity of rabbits and other 
natural foods of the coyote, But the 
sheep industry no doubt — suffers 
severely at times and the sheep- 
farmer is often discouraged and 


vives up what otherwise might be 
an_important source of — revenue, 
Poultry iS-asfavourite food of the 
coyote and he will wander many 
miles from his ordinary haunts to 
obtain it. At times he will — kill 
young calves or pigs and even deer 
and he is a menace to the eggs and 
young of grouse, ducks and other

offered, The Provincial Government 
is asking the Overseas Settlement 
Board to make a contribution to- 
wards the cost of educating the boys 
who come from overseas, but at any 
rate the schools are open to all who 
wish to make application. 
Memorial for Mounties 

Amemorial tablet for the mounted 
police who located Fort Calgary in 
1875 will be erected on a portion of 
the site of the Calgary City Hall, ac- 
cording to arrangements made with 
the Federal Government in connec- 
tion with Calgary’s 50th anniversary 
and jubilee to be held this summer, 
commemorating the coming of the 
mounted police. 


Municipal Hospital Districts Being 
Organized

organization of municipal hospital 
districts in the province is noticed. 
Those now n process of formation 
are Stettler, Sedgewick, Vulean and 
Warner. The Provincial Health De- 
partment has also been notified of 
the closing of the Innisfail private 
hospital, and is asked to consider 
the formation of a municipal hos- 
pital district in that vicinity. The 
Onoway municipal hospital has made 
an enviable record for the month of 
May, in that its cost of operation 
per patient day for that month is 
but $1.98, which includes the pay- 
ment of 1-12th of the fixed charges. 
This hospital maintains a_ full- 

aried doctor and staff. 

Ontario Follows Alberta Lead 
Following the lead of Alberta, the 

Province of Ontario has now decided 

to establish the compulsory grading 


of cream, and the Department of 
Agriculture has given notice to that 
effect. The three western provinces 
and the Province of Quebee already 
have the cream-grading system in 
effect, and British Columbia will in- 
trdouce it next year, so that when 
Ontario completes its arrangement 
the same system will be in ecect 
throughout practically all of Can- 
ada.

ago instituted a system of govern- 
ment grading of cream which has 
now been followed by Manitoba and 


Saskatchewan and several States of » 


the Union. 


Another Good Bond Sale 


The Provincial Treasury has just 
concluded negotiations for the sale 
250,000 4% per cent, twenty- 
rei vonds dated June 15, 1925, for 
July delivery and payment. The 
price received was highly satisfac 
tory to government officials, as the 
basis of sale is considerably better 
any received by the Province 
since 1913. These bonds are being 
offered in New York to-day at a 
price of 96.17, which is a yield rate 
of 4.80. 

The purchasers are the National 
City Company and Harris, Forbe 
and Company, who also purchased 
by tender the April refunding issue 
of the Province. The price in thi 
case, however, is much higher.
